Children who are 3 years old and younger and less than 
30 inches tall do not need a ticket for entry. However, the 
child must sit on an adult's lap during the game without 
obstructing the view of other Guests.

The Yankees’ storied history and tradition are a 
reflection not only of the manager, players, coaches 
and front-office staff, but also of Guests visiting 
Yankee Stadium. The Yankees want all Guests to be 
able to enjoy the fun and excitement of Stadium 
events in a safe and comfortable environment. 
Guests will be treated in a consistent, professional 
and courteous manner by all Yankee Stadium Team 
Members*, and the Yankees ask Guests for the same 
in return. 


To help maintain an enjoyable environment, the 
following guidelines have been established. 


Out of respect for Team Members and other Guests, 
all Guests will: 


@ consume alcoholic beverages only in a responsible 
manner; 


@ only sit in the seats for which they have tickets 
and present their tickets to Team Members upon 
request; 


@ comply with requests from Team Members; 


@ be courteous to Stadium neighbors when entering 
and leaving the Stadium; 


@ restrict movement in the seating area during game 
action and cheer in a manner that does not interfere 
with other Guests’ enjoyment. 


The following actions are prohibited: 


@ acting in a manner that is unruly, disruptive or 
illegal

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Safety is the No. 1 priority at Yankee Stadium, and the 
Yankees will take every reasonable step to provide a 
secure and enjoyable environment for everyone 
entering the Stadium. 


In addition to the presence of security personnel and 
uniformed police officers throughout the Stadium, the 
Yankees administer several important security 
measures in accordance with Major League Baseball 
security regulations and in conjunction with local, 
state and federal law enforcement agencies. 


ALCOHOL POLICY 


Legends Hospitality is the exclusive provider of 
concessions and catering services at Yankee Stadium. 
The Yankees and Legends Hospitality work together to 
promote the responsible use of alcohol. 


The Yankees prohibit anyone from bringing alcohol 
into the Stadium. Anyone who deliberately conceals 
alcohol while attempting to enter the Stadium will be 
denied entry without refund and will face possible 
arrest and/or revocation of season tickets and/or 
future ticket privileges. Those who are or appear to be 
impaired will be denied entry. Alcoholic beverages may 
not be removed from the Stadium. 


PROOF OF IDENTIFICATION 


® Guests must be 21 years of age or older to purchase 
or consume alcohol. Proper identification is required 
of all Guests and must be presented, regardless of 
age, to purchase any alcoholic beverage. 
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@ Attempting to use fraudulent identification, purchasing 
alcohol for a minor or any Guest who has been denied 
alcohol service, and/or attempting to purchase or 
possessing alcohol as a minor will result in ejection 
without refund and possible arrest and/or revocation of 
season tickets and/or future ticket privileges.

adjustment. There is no Storage area for any items that do 
not meet security requirements. 


BANNERS AND SIGNS 


Banners and signs are permitted provided they are baseball- 
related, in good taste, not of a commercial nature and nat 
supported by wood, metal or other materials that could be 
injurious in a crowded public setting. Banners and signs 
may not obstruct the view of other Guests or Yankee Stadium 
advertising signage or be affixed to the Stadium in any 
manner. Banners and signs may be carried through the 
stands between innings only. Banners and signs may not be 
displayed in fair territory. Any banner or sign may be 
removed, at any time, at the sole and absolute discretion 

of the Yankees. 
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TTLES AND CANS 


No cans, thermoses or glass or aluminum bottles are 
permitted in Yankee Stadium. Exceptions are made for 
Guests with medical needs and glass baby bottles at 
the sole and absolute discretion of the Yankees. 
Unopened soft-sided single-serve containers [e.g., 
small milk cartons, juice boxes, etc.], clear factory- 
sealed plastic water bottles 1 liter in size or smaller, 
and empty plastic sports bottles are permitted. 


CAMERAS AND VIDEO 


EQUIPMENT 


Single-frame flash photography is permitted as are 
extended-length zoom lenses provided they do not 
interfere with the game or event or other Guests’ 
enjoyment of the game or event. Mono/tripods, other 
professional camera equipment, movie cameras and 
any other video or audio recording equipment are not 
permitted. Guests are not permitted to transmit and/or 
stream or aid in transmitting and/or streaming any 
account, description, picture, video, audjo, reproduction 
or other information about any games or events. 


DRESS CODE 


The Yankees reserve the right to ask anyone with 
clothing deemed to be derogatory, profane or offensive 
to remove or cover up the item. Those who refuse will 
be denied entry or removed from Yankee Stadium. 
Because of safety and security concerns, Guests are 
prohibited from wearing clothing, face paint or masks 
that conceal or hide their faces.

@ ask for assistance and information from Yankee Stadium 
Team Members [please see “Yankee Stadium Team 
Members” on Page 52], police, and medical and security 
personnel;

Inspection points have been established at all Yankee Stadium 
entrances. The Yankees reserve the right to inspect any bags, 
clothing or other articles prior to entry into the Stadium and 
prohibit entry or require removal of any items at their sole and 
absolute discretion. 


NOTICE: For the safety of every Guest, all persons specifically 
consent to and are subject to metal detector and physical 
pat-down inspections prior to entry. Any person or property 
that could affect the safety of Yankee Stadium, its occupants 
or its property shall be denied entry. Guests may bring into 
the Stadium one soft-sided bag no larger than 16 inches by 16 
inches by 8 inches.
